He was 
61 years old. 

Fels spent most of his time advo- 
eating the doctrine of the single tax 
in this country and Great Britain. He 
recentiy returned from England, 
where he had given a large part of 
his f ne to the creation and main- 
tenance ſof a single tax co-vperative 
colony near London. 

Employees of his firm in this city 
benefit by a profit-sharing system in- 
augurated by Fels. 

Although he early became an ad- 
vocate of Henry George's ideas, it was 
not until he went to live in England 
about eight years ago as the English 
representative of his firm that Fels 
began to devote his energy to the 
cause of single tax. Since then his 
friends estimate he expended more 
than $100,000 annually and visited 
every part of the world to advance 
the propaganda. Not only was he a 
leader in the cause in this country 
and England but he was a large con- 
tributer to funds for the single tax 
campaigns in Denmark, Germany, 
France, Spain. Australia., New Zea- 
land and Canada’ 

His guarantee to the Fels fund in 
America, with headquarters in Cin- 
cinnati, was $25,000 a year. 

Fels was prominent as a 
and writer as well as a con 
for the cause which he 
even during his last ilincess was en- 
gaged in preparing an article on the 
subject. 

Fels was born in Halifax Court- 
house, Va. He received his early edu- 
cation in Baltimore and came to thi# 
city when a vous mana and with his 
father and brothers started in the 
soap business in a small way. He is 
aurvived by a widow, three brothers 
and three sisters. ge

San 
Bernardino is sixty-three miles 
from this city. The round trip 

“over the wires was more then 
5000 miles. 

Until yesterday all of the 
company's lines to the east 
were out of service except one 
direct line to Chicago. All 
business for the immediate 
territory east of the city and 
Imperial Valley was detoured 
by way of the Illinois me- 
tropolis. 

The one line to Chicago was 
overloaded with business and 
all messages were delayed. The 
time required to send a mes- 
sage to San Bernardino by way 
of Chicago was from ten to 
twenty-four hours.

“*"Behold how great a forest is 
kindled by a small fire,” wrote the 
apostie, James.

“The great amount of crime that 
floods our land began in a small way 
in boys and girls whose parents 
thought of their little tricky, dis- 
honest, naughty ways as evidence of 
smartness. The child that flies into 
a rage when his will is crossed is the 
man who becomes a murderer un- 
less taught self-control when a boy. 
The boy who is cruel to animals, and 
likes to tease his playmates by caus- 
ing physical pain, becomes the wife- 
beater, or a wife-torturer and also 
the murderer, unless these vicious, 
cowardly tendencies are corrected in 
childhood days. 

“The boy who steals marbles from 
his playmate and cheats in games 
becomes the man who forges notes, 
or steals from his employer. ; 

“The profanity of boys and giris 
opens the gates to the society of the 
vulgar, and puts them on the to- 

of immorality, where not only 
the soul, but decency and self-respect 
are lost. Our only salvation lies in 
the faithful teaching of the religion 
of Christ to our children so that small 
sins will trouble the conscience un- 
til they abhor that which is evil. 

“The decay of religion in society 
is seen in the fact that boys and 
girls, even from what are considered 
the best homes, regard slang and pro- 
fanity and sexual immorality and im- 
pudent conduct as scarcely blemishes 
of character, much les an awful 
moral offense against a righteous God, 
the well-being of society and their 

souls.

Simply because of the 
fundamental fact that if you continue 
to go to that place and have your 
emotions excited without a corres- 
ponding expression of service, then 
you are emotionally drunk. You are 
emotionally incapable of doing the

ZWIN REFORMER. 

NCES 92 TOWARD 
AND BETTER LIFE. 

In his sermon on “Zwingli and the 
Swiss Passion for Liberty” at the 
First Unitarian Church yesterday, 
Rev. E. Stanton Hodgin said in part: 

“It was in the little territory of 
Switzerland, dedicated to the cause of 
liberty by centuries of ceaseless strug- 
gie, consecrated by the blood of gen- 
erations of patriots, that there arose 
and were carried out two of the most | 
interesting and thorough going reform 
movements of the sixteenth century, 
one under the leadership of Ulrich 
Zwingli of Zurich and the other un- 
der John Calvin of Geneva. 

“While Zwingli has been over- 
shadowed by the two other great re- 
formers, Luther and Calvin, those of 
the liberal faith today can find more 
that is congenial and appealing in his 
teachings and in his attitude than in 
either of the other two. He was more 
rational and modern in both spirit 
and method than any of his contem- 

raries. 

“While the reforms of Zwingli were 
more radical and sweeping in charac- 
ter than those of the other reformers, 
he was least revolutionary in his 
methods. He was wise in his under- 
standing of human nature and knew 
that it was useless and worse than 
useless to attempt any organic reform 
until the consent and approval of a4 
majority of the people had been se- 
cured. He was pedagogical in spirit 
and method, believing that it waa only

form attitude that it could have any 
reality. 


Wherever there were differences of 
opinion on vital subjects he encour- 
aged the people to come together and 
discuss their questions with perfect 
freedom and candor, and to do this 
constantly in the hope that they might 
come to an agreement. Zwingli was 
bold and radical in thought and ex- 
pression but was conservative in ac- 
tion. He preached and taught his 
views unceasingly but waited for the 
People themselves to take action. 

“His preaching and teaching were 
of such a character as to lead people 
to see that the mass was not a neces- 
sary part of worship, that worship 
was an inner individual experience 
and must be ‘in spirit and in truth,’ 
but he made no move toward abol- 
ishing the mass until the people of 
themselves insisted upon it. He made 
no movement toward abolishing the 
confessional, but his teachings were 
of such a character that people 
pceased to go to the confessional and 
it died of itself. 

“He appealed to the intelligence and 
understanding and experience of the 
people as well as to their emotions 
and prejudices and the result was that 
his reforms were permanent, people 
adhering to them generation after 
generation when he was no longer 
with them. The lovers of freedom 
must ever pay tribute to this Swiss 
reformer, for he took a long step in 
the direction of the establishment of 
the freer and better life that we en- 
joy today.” 


REV. W. o. FISHER. 
HARVARD HEIGHTS CHURCH 


THERE CAN BE NO RECALLING OF AN 
OPPORTUNITY ONCE 
GONB. 


Rev. W. O. Fisher of the Harvard 
Heights United Presbyterian Church 
preached yesterday morning on “A 
Lost Opportunity.” His text was 
vili:20, “The harvest is 
past, the summer is ended, and we 
are not saved.” He said in part: 

‘The name Jeremiah suggests at 
once ideas of trouble and lamentation. 
This is not due to a pessimistic dis- 
position. Jeremiah weeps because he 


blindly prophesy ‘Peace, peace,’ 
when he knows there is no peace. 

“We apply his message first to his 
own time. Judah was wandering. 
The false prophet was in the land. 
Jeremiah predicts the impending 
doom. Relentlessly he denounces the 
sins of the people. He tells them true 
penitence will avert the divine judg- 
ment. But in vain does he call upon 
the people to repent. In faithfulness 
he fulfills his mission. An exile in 
the land of Egypt, he dies unwept 
by the people he had served. Seeing 
the nation sinning away its day of 
grace, he sang in plaintive strains: 
‘The harvest is past, the summer is 
ended, and we are not saved.’ 

“And now let us apply his mes- 
sage to our times. How like the 
downfall of a nation is the death of 
a soul. Man, letting pass his golden 
opportunity, sings the refrain of the 
text. A sense of sorrow seizes the 
soul. The tone of sadness pervades 
his voice. He follows the prophet as 
he throws upon the canvas a harvest 
scene. The meadows are fragrant 
with new-mown hay. The fields are 
waving with golden grain. The reaper 
returns with his sheaves. Then 
autumn comes. The failing stream, 
the frosty morn, the fading flower, 
the falling leaf, the flurry blast, 
speak of the desolation which per- 
Vades all nature. ‘The harvest is 
past, the summer is ended, and we 
are not saved — 4 proverb, which, be- 
ing interpreted reads: One season of 
hope after another has passed, until 
hope has given place to despair. More 
blighting than the wintry blast after 
the soft summer breeze is the despair 
which has supplanted hope. I often 
wonder why men will allow these sea- 
sons of hope to pass and sing the 
sigh of the text. Do men not ap- 
preciate the peril of their position? 
Then let them hear the words of 
the prophet, ‘Awake, thou that. sleep- 
est, and arise from the dead, and 
Christ shall give thee light.’ Or do 
men ewait a convenient season? 
ears ago the American government 
fent astronomers to Africa to view 
the transit of Venus. The opportune 
moment was brief. Each astronomer 
knew that his eye must be at the 
small end of the class the moment 
the planet went scudding by the 
larger end. The opportunity gone, 
no machinery would present itself, 
nor would the skill of the astronomer 
suffice, to turn the mighty planet 
back upon its axis. For man in grace, 
as traly as for the astronomer in 
nature, God has His juncture poirts. 
God's hour having struck, let pass, 
is gone forever. There is a point on 
the Niagara River known as ‘Past 
Redemption Point.” In the spiritual, 
beware lest you pass that point! 
Rightly understood, fully appreciated, 
the text is among the saddest ex- 
pressions in all literature, written in 
the minor key, and always sung in 
plaintive strains.” 


DR. SHAW. 
IMMANUEL PRESBYTERIAN, 


THE BEST OF MEN ARE MEN AT THE 
BEST; IS THEN 


A series of sermons on “Eight En- 
viables, or People Pre-eminently 
Praised,” was begun last night by Dr. 
John Balcom Shaw at Immanua!l 
Presbyterian Churth, who took as his 
initial example, Nathanael the guile- 
less. Dr. Shaw said in part: 

“It is not in whom is no guilt,’ but 
‘in whom is no guile.” and there are 
worlds between the two. Jesus could 
have never said the first. Jesus be- 
lieved in human guilt, if some of His 
modern disciples do not, and how. 
in these days of all others, we can fall 
to in inherent of the 
human heart is a mystery indeed. 

“Tt is true that some people, when 
measured by ordinary human stand- 
ards, when compared with other men 
and women, do seem to answer to this 
description, but bring them into the 
strong light of God's purity, compare 
them with Jesus’ Christ, the spotless 
Son of God, or let the flashings of the 
great white throne just light upon 
them, and they appear for from mor- 
ally perfect. Not only do they so ap- 
pear, but they feel so themselves. 

“This man Nathanael was self-suf- 
ficient until he met Jesus Christ, and 
when he saw Him and came into con- 
tact with His searching and wondrous 
personality, and felt himself convicted 
of sin in His presence, he became hum- 
ble in a sense of his need of what 
Jesus Christ could give him, and he 
giadly and eagerly followed Him asa 
his Master and his Savior. No, it was 
not ause Nathanael was guiltless, 
but because he was guileless, that 
Jesus commended him; and He used 
the most interesting term to describe 
that quality of character.

REV. RUSSELL F. THRAPP. 
FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
EVANGELIZATION DESIRABLE FROM A 
PURELY COMMERCIAL, IF NO 

HIGHER, MOTIVE. 

Some current criticisms of the mis- 
sionary enterprise were answered yes- 
terday morning at First Christian 
Church by the pastor, Rev. Russell 
F. Thrapp, who said in part: 

“I do not deal, this morning, with 
the unbelieving critic. That would 
be a waste of time. It would be like 
casting pearls before swine. That 
the heathen of America should see 
no sense in carrying the gospel to 
their fellow-heathen in pagan lands, is 
most natural. There are several 
kinds of critics. Among them is the 
ignorant church member and the 
selfish commercia] exploiter who goes 
abroad for selfish ends and tries to 
cover his thieving traffic by opposi- 
tion to the missionary. 

“The greatest enemies to David 
Livingston, the pioneer of Africa, were 
not the wild beasts and wilder men, 
but the avaricious slave driver. While 
the pleasure-loving American is find- 
ing fault with missions, why does he 
not also criticise his fellow-country- 
man who sends to pagan lands ship- 
loads of rum. 

“The main considerations are these: 
What has Christ commanded? Is 
Christ worth anything to the world? 
Is Christ indispensable? What is 
Christ worth to me? If Christ means 
nothing to me, I will not make Him 
known to others. 

“The great commission is of tem- 
porary and not of permanent obliga- 
tion. But all branches of the church 
acknowledge that parts of it are of 
permanent obligation. To teach, to 
baptize is acknowledged by all to be 
lasting. But all rests on the same 
authority. You cannot cut out one 
and leave the other. Christ said: 
‘Go,’ and that rests upon exactly the 
same authority as the command to 
teach and baptize.”

It 
is as the mustard seed; it finds its 
way into one heart, it whispers its 
secret, it acts in conviction, it speaks 
in enthusiasm, it works for a pur- 
pose.

A CAMINETTI—A JOKE. 

„ Just prior to every campaign a num- 
ber of jokes pop out. The latest is known 
as A. Caminetti, Federal Immigration Com- 
missioner, who has found his job too big 
for him and is trying to let go of it with 
dignity. Caminetti says be may “return to 
California to run for Governor.” He may.

Quick throw back into the diamond. 
Guards on the innerworks learn to 
tag oncoming base runners, how to 
judge ground-hit ball and to time 
their throws with the runner. 

The big idea maintained through- 
out thie system is to give robust 
bodies and perfect health to every stu- 
Gent. By this compulsory system 
hundreds of athietes will be brought 
out that would otherwise remain un- 
discovered. Perfect form, quick 
thinking, and the power to act on 
the athietic field will be among 
big results of this work. 

Only three years of this traltding ts 
required. The men behind this move- 
ment figure that by the time a Stu- 
dent reaches itis senior year he will 
be interested enough in athletics to 
keep on training if he has become 
proficient in any branch of sport. 

Coach Ryder has had splendid suc- 
cess at Monrovia 80 far. At first the 
students were a little opposed to the 
system, but Ryder made the work 
so interesting that practically all of 
Monfovia's 106 boy students have 
become enthusiastic supporters of 
te taking 

en part in the 
regular after-school practice for ath- 
letic teams are exempt from tune 
period of training during schoo! hours. 
One-half credit ia allowed for each 
year's work. 

Monrovia High is the first to take 
up thie system, but the other high 
schools are expected to adopt this 
method in the future, Many of the 
schools already make athletie training 
compulsory in the freshman year and 
this is but one towards the new 
and greater era athietics and the 
perfect athlete.

The Santa Fe 
track was under water at Santiago 
Creek, between and Santa 
Ana, and there was other trouble be- 
tween San Juan Capistrano and Serra. 
Laborers have been at work at the 
latter place since Friday, when the 
road was first damaged there. 

High water delayed the work of re- 
pairing the bridge at Rivera. Piles 
were driven under great difficulty. 
There was delay in reaching the 
bridge with a pile-driver. 

A wrecked bridge across the Arroyo 
Seco at Avenue Thirty-five was only 
one of the disasters to the Santa Fe 
line to San Bernardino through Pasa- 
dena. A temporary bridge will be con- 
structed and this work will require 
at least three days. Both the Santa 
Fe and the Salt Lake roads will use 
the temporary structure. The road was 
seriously damaged at several places in 
the vicinity of Monrovia. 

One of the Santa Fe's lines between 
San Bernardino and Barstow will be 
out of use three or four days: the 
other will be open to travel today, ac- 
cording to indications vesterday. 

MANY TRAINS WATT. 

Southern Pacific trains were rest- 
ing quietly yesterday at Santa Bar- 
bara, Mojave, Bakersfield, San Ber- 
nardino and at intermediate points.

Four trains are 
waiting at Colton. 

The Southern Pacific line to the 
East via El Paso, will be in operation 
today and the valley line to San Fran- 
cisco some time tonight, according to 
announcements made yesterday.

The Salt Lake Route line was dam- 
aged by floods both in Southern Cali- 
fornia and in Nevada. The officials do 
not expect to resume through service 
between Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
City for at least a week.

TELEGRAPH TROUBLES. 

The same flood waters which 
washed away the tracks and bridges 
of the railroads made trouble for the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
the lines of which follow the tracks. 
With the exception of one line to Chi- 
cago, the compeny was cut off from 
long-distance communication. 
Telegraph lines to Denver and 
San Francisco were placed in opera- 
tion yesterday. The company was in 
communication with San Diego and 
other cities in Southern California yes- 
terday. Most of the repairs made were 
temporary. Lines were strung across 
rivers and valleys and various make- 
shifts devised te break the gaps. 
Telegraph business accumulated at 
an amazing rate and all lines in op- 
eration yesterday were crowded to the 
full capacity. The company officials 
expected to have other lines opened 
for business by today. 

The Postal Telegraph and Cable 
Company was leas fortunate then the 
Western Union. It had no service yes- 
terday to the East or to San Francisce 
or Sar Diego. Service had been dis- 
continued to all points with the ex- 
ception of Riverside, Redlands, San 
Bernardino and a few other near-by 
cities and towns. The company’s loca) 
manager expected that the long-dis- 
tance lines would be in operation by 
this morning. Both telegraph com- 
panies had hundreds of men at work 
yesterday repairing the damage. 
AND TELEPHONE. 

The long-distance wires of the Pa- 
cific Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
Pany were out of service for two days. 
Service with San Francisco was re- 
sumed at 8:30 o'clock last night. The 
circuits to San Diego and practically 
all points in Los Angeles county were 
working yesterday. The company ex- 
perienced much difficulty at Covina, 
Cascade and other points. 
The transaction of business was 
seriously hampered by the interrup- 
tion of service on the toll lines and 
Charles F. Mason, division superin- 
tendent, immediately placed an im- 
mense army of workmen in the field. 
The poor street car service made 
it necessary to take the telephone op- 
erators from their homes to the ex- 
changes in motor cars. The distress- 
ful flood condition increased tglk over 
the wires about four-fold. 
“The switchboards were a mass of 
light during the flood period,” Mason 
said last night. “Our principal trouble 
in the city came from handling the 
greatly-increased load of business. The 
usual number of calls was increased 
three or four times.” 
The situation with the Home Tele- 
phone Company was much the same 
as with the othe company. The 
equipment was used to its full ca- 
pacity. The city and county lines 
were in operation yesterday. 
Fortunately for the city, the storm 
did not cripple the service lines of 
the Pacific Light and Power Corpora- 
tion’s Big Creek power system. Dur- 
ing the storm period the only power 
available to operate the street cars 
came from the $12,000,000 plant in 
the mountains of Fresno county.

The parks of Los Angeles have 
been left in a sorry condition, due 
to the debris that the floods have 
washed upon them. When the wa- 
ter receded it left behind a mass of 
drift and ruined grounds.

est damage has been done to Syca- | 


more Grove, which lies along the bank 


of the Arroyo Seco. Here the rush- 
ing torrent ate its way through at 
the lower end of the grove, complete- 
ly destroying the picnic grounds ahd 
carrying away the earth to the depth 
of five or six feet. 

“The loss,” says Park Superin- 
tendent Frank Shearer, “is $60,000. 
That is, it will cost us that much 
if we restore it as it was before the 
flood.

As yet no p 
have been definitely made and little 
work yet attempted towards restora- 
tion. Nothing can be settled upon 
until after the board meeting tomor- 
row afternoon.”
